DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(1) states, "the 
list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate 
paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on form 
PTO-892, they have not been considered. 



Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 5 is objected to because of the following informalities: The wording of 
claim 5 is unclear. It looks like -of a- should be put between the words "surface" and 
"mathematically". Additionally, the word analyzable is misspelled in claim 5. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1 - 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Eeles 
(3,213,951). 
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With respect to claims 1 - 2, and 4: Eeles teaches a cup shaped drill head 1 1 
with a longitudinal axis with a leading end and a trailing end for force-locking connection 
to an outer axially extending surface 16 of a driving drill shank 10. The cup shaped drill 
head 1 1 has an inner conical surface 17; a cup base 14a having a curvature; an inner 
cylindrical surface 20 extending from the cup base 14a to the inner conical surface 17. 
These three different surface portions create at least three uniformly increasing 
curvatures differing in magnitude from the inner conical surface to the center point. 

With respect to claims 3, and 5-8: Eeles teaches in column 1 , lines 48 - 52 a 
mathematically smooth transition of the inner surface from the inner conical surface 17 
to the inner cylindrical surface 20 to the cup base 14a. Eeles refers to the cup base 14a 
as a dome. A dome is a hemispherical or semispherical shape that has a 
mathematically analyzable function, which encapsulates all the possible inner surfaces 
that are mathematically of the second order. 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Isakov (4,716,976) discloses a state of the art rotary percussion 
rock drill bit used with a tapered interior socket.
